An aneurysm is an abnormal 
dilatation of an artery. It may 
cause no symptoms until it rup- 
tures, and such rupture causes 
massive bleeding that is often 
fatal. 

Abdominal aortic aneurysm 
(AAA) are most common in 
males over thé age of 60, and 
there is a pfi predisposi- 
tion. Most óften, aneurysm for- 
mation is related to atheroscle- 
rosis, so cigarette smoking and 
high blood pressure are, also 
risk factors. In addition, cer- 
tain diseases that cause 
inflammation can lead to 
aneurysm formation, and some 
infections or evén copper defi- 
ciencies may be involved. AAA 
victims often havé other vascu- 
lar disease, including. coronary 
artery disease, so that any 
physical stress or surgery is a 
significant risk. 

If an AAA is discovered while 
it is still asymptomatic, most 
experts recommend elective 
surgical removal when the 
artery has stretched beyond a 
couple inches in diameter, 
before it ruptures. AAA's can 
often be detectéd.on examina- 
tion of the abdomen, or may be 
found coincidentally during a 
scan or ultrasound of the 
abdomen being done for other 
purposes. 

Once ah AAA ruptures, the 
survival'rate is not good, even 
if a patient makes it to a hospi- 
tal prior to death. 


What to do when an infant is choking 


(NAPSA)-Few sounds are 
more alarming than that of a 
child who is choking. Under- 
standing how to prevent chok- 
ing, as well as what to do when 
choking occurs, can save a life.

“Many 
choking cases occur when older 
brothers or sisters offer unsafe 
foods to a younger child. Some 
foods that can cause choking 
include hot dogs, nuts, chunks 
of meat, grapes, hard candy, 


peanut butter and uncooked 
vegetables.”

Child care demands are also tougher when it’s 
ónly mom doing the picking up and dropping off 
for ballet, baseball; or band practice. Find out 
who the single moms are among your children’s 
circle of friends, and see A you can take some of 
their taxi-duty. 

Perhaps yow can help a single mom by mow- , 
ing her yard, running an errand for her, or 
washing her car. You can even get your own 
children involved. In thé process, they'll learn 
lessons in kindness, hospitality, and giving. 

If you really want to make her day, offer to 
watch her kids while she spends an evening 
with a friend or a relaxing day at the park or 
beach. It's tough being a single mother and not 
always easy to ask for help. E

( Editor's note: Norman V. Jenkins, assistant 
superintendent for programs with Glades 
Correctional Institution responds: as fol- 
lows: "I have read your letter of concern and 
offer this letter in explanation. In an effort to 
ensure the safety of visitors, inmates and staff, 
our visitor chéck in process is as follows: 

First, the officer must do à search of each per- 
son's personal belongings prior to entering the 
institution for contraband. Contraband is any 
item that is not permitted in the institution. If 
the person has contraband, then he/she must 
return the item to the vehicle. 

Second, the officer is doing more than verify- 
ing your identification, he/she is checking the 
visitor cards to ensure the person is approved to 
visit. He or she is also checking to ensure the 
inmate is not in a status that prohibits visits. 

Finally, the visitors must be searched. We 
know that most people who come to visit are 
law abiding citizens, however, on occasion, visi- 
tors do try to bring in contraband. Safety to the 
other offenders, visitors, staff and public are 
very important and our top priority. 

Located in the visiting area is a questionnaire 
for visitors to complete. These questionnaire’s 
are personally answered by me. I have not 

.reviewed a complaint recently. In the past, 
training and verbal counseling was done with 

4 ‘staff identified and determined to have acted 
*unprofessionally. I encourage this reader and 

any visitor to complete the form or contact me if 

they encounter à problem 

We are looking at making the wait more com- 
fortable for visitors by installing covers over the 
sidewalk and seats for those in line. We cannot 
eliminate the wait to enter the institution com- 


pletely, but we will do what we can to lessen the 
hardship and the amount of time it takes to 
enter. If this caller or any other visitor would 
like to contact me, I can also give some hints on 
how they can help speed up the process."
